Report of Firewards 


With the exception of one disastrous fire, caus- 
ing the complete loss of one of our finest dwellings, 
calls upon the Fire Department during the past year 
have been few. The extinguishing of several chim- 
ney fires, a few brush fires and the control of spread- 
ing fire at the destruction of the schoolhouse on the 
Francestown Turnpike completed the year’s work. 

The purchase of 500 feet of new water hose was 
made; but the wearing out of some of the old hose 
leaves the supply somewhat short of the desired 
2000 feet mentioned in last year’s report. 

Being handicapped by the absence of an ac- 
cessible supply of water in many places in our town, 
when the expenditure of small sums could provide 
water holes of sufficient capacity to be of great 
aid in saving property in these localities, the Board 
of Firewards, acting upon the approval of all mem- 
bers of the Fire Department, have requested the in- 
sertion of Article 8 of this year’s Town Warrant. 

We most earnestly urge the passage of this 
article.

In behalf of the patrons of the Daland Library, 
it is my privilege to bear witness to the great loss 
sustained by them when Georganna W. Flint, who 
had served them so faithfully for many years, was 
compelled to lay down her loved work. Possessing 
a keen sense of literary value, her influence on the 
mind of the reading public was evidenced in many 
ways, and especially was she interested in the chil- 
dren, and in giving them the advantages of her ex- 
tensive reading. During her service as librarian, the 
circulation has been greatly increased, and the very 
aspect of the library changed from a rather stagnant 
condition to the very vital force which it has become 
to all who enjoy its privileges today. Failing health 
somewhat curtailed her activities, but to the last, 
love of good literature and the welfare of the Da- 
land Library remained paramount. 

This report is really an appeal. Knowing, as 
only the librarian can know, what the library means 
to the citizens of Mont Vernon, as well as the sum- 
mer residents and the boys of the Stearns School, 
and realizing the enjoyment, recreation and informa- 
tion derived from the use of it, I make an earnest 
appeal for a larger appropriation, if only the amount 
that you reduced it last year. 

The circulation was about the same as last year, 
over 4500, a large number for a small town, and the 
only fund available for new books was the interest 
from the J. F. Wellington legacy which I am sure 
is less than he had expected when he so generously 
showed his unfailing interest in our library needs. 

Heretofore we have had many books given us, 
but less than ten were donated this year. Sixty-two 
books have been added, as against 160 last year and 
230 in 1930. Since the number of new books was

limited I have endeavored to make an impartial se- 
lection, catering to differing ages and tastes as far 
as possible. Because of lack of replacement many 
books have been kept on the shelves which should 
have been discarded. Twenty-eight which were too 
worn to be of further use were gratefully received 
by patients at the Pembroke Sanitorium, and eight 
discarded children’s books have been given away 
here. The usual number of magazines have been 
subscribed for, and while not read very extensively 
at the library, are circulated quite freely. 
Looking forward to better times and greater

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


To Mr. Harold C. Bales, Superintendent of Schools, 
Mont Vernon, N. H.: 


The following is my first report of health work 
in the Mont Vernon schools, it being the thirteenth 
year of this work. 


The annual medical inspection was made Sep- 
tember 26 by Dr. Burns, the nurse assisting. A tab- 
ulated account of the inspection is given on another 
page. 

Four children received toxoide at a clinic held 
in April at Amherst to become immunized against 
diphtheria. 

It was made possible for four children to visit 
the dentist and have necessary dental corrections. 
The expense was met by the Mont Vernon Red Cross. 

One pupil has been vaccinated by the school 
physician this year. At the present time only one 
pupil remains unvaccinated without a proper excuse 
and this will be taken care of in the spring. 

The routine eye examinations were made by the 
teacher. There were no children reported with de- 
fective vision. 

The ear examinations will be made in April 
when the audiometer may be obtained from the 
State Department of Health. 

Fifteen visits were made to the school during the 
year at which time class room inspections and health 
talks have been given; also attention to needs of in- 
dividual children. 

The general health of the pupils has been good 
this year.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my fourteenth report which is 
the sixteenth in the series of such reports. 


Supervisory Union No. 40 


This Union comprises the school districts of Am- 
herst, Brookline, Milford, and Mont Vernon, and is 
the same as arranged in 1919 by the State Board of 
Education acting under the school law of 1919 by 
which the entire state, exclusive of cities, was divid- 
ed into unions for supervisory purposes. By this law 
the School Boards of the districts comprising a union 
form a joint board which meets annually .and nom- 
inates a Superintendent of Schools who is elected by 
the state board. The joint board also determines the 
amount of the superintendent’s. salary above the 
$2000 minimum which is paid by the state from in- 
come received from the $2 per pupil tax. Of the ex- 
cess voted for the school years 1932-1933 and 1933- 
19384 ($1900) Amherst pays 25%, Brookline 10%, 
Milford 60%, and Mont Vernon 5%. The Superin- 
tendent pays all of his travelling expenses in the 
Union. 


Assignment of Grades 


It has been several years since schools have been 
maintained in buildings outside of the village. A 
return to such a plan is now out of the question as 
the West schoolhouse has been burned; all property 
rights in the South School have been deeded to orig- 
inal owners in accordance with the vote of the 
School District; and the School Board has also been 
authorized by vote of the School District to dispose 
of the East School. 

All pupils in the district in Grades I-VI are taken 
care of in one room at the village school. Miss Helen 
C. Draper continues for the second year as teacher. 
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Pupils in Grades VII and VIII are assigned to 
the six-year high school at Milford with tuition and 
transportation paid for by Mont Vernon. Of course, 
Mont Vernon, like all districts not maintaining a 
high school, is responsible for tuition in any ap- 
proved high school in the state which a pupil may 
attend. The rate of tuition for which a school dis- 
trict is responsible is determined by the average 
cost of instruction in the school concerned, and, in 
no case, may exceed the average cost of instruction 
for the state except by special contract. Most Mont 
Vernon pupils attend Milford High School. A few 
boys attend Stearns School under special provisicns 
made by the town.

Transportation 
Since consolidation has been the policy as shown 
above, the question of transportation has increased 
in importance. Under the law _ pupils in Grades 
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I-VIII inclusive, living more than two miles from the 
school to which assigned, must be provided with 
transportation. Others may be if the School Board 
so desires and if the School District is willing to pro- 
vide funds. This should be clearly understood when 
budgets are voted upon, especially in these days 
when economies are being sought. The School 
Board, of course, are guided by the desires of the 
district backed up by appropriations. 
State Aid 

The new school law of 1919 included a plan of 
equalization or state aid. This plan applies only to 
the current expenses of elementary schools and not 
to high school or general expenses such as salaries 
of officers and expenditures for outlay. It provides 
for the fixing of standards of service and cost by the 
State Board of Education for elementary schools in 
state aided districts and permits state aid to certain 
districts from a state appropriation for that purpose. 
The amount of such aid to any district is based on 
the school costs in relation to the district’s capacity 
to pay as indicated by its equalized valuation. It 
was not the idea of the law to reduce the cost of 
schools in the poor districts but rather with financial 
help from the State to improve the educational op- 
portunities such as length of school year, qualifica- 
tion of teachers, and standards of instruction. If a 
school district finds that a $5 tax per $1000 of equal- 
ized valuation is not enough to provide standard 
elementary schools for the first eight grades for at 
least 86 weeks in each year in a suitable and sani- 
tary building, properly equipped and taught by an 
approved teacher, and with suitable provision for 
pupils’ health and physical welfare, then such dis- 
trict may submit a budget of their proposed ex- 
penditures for the above purposes to the State Board 
of Education. The budgets so submitted from all 


of 


over the state are carefully gone over and standards 
for approval of the various items are determined by 
consideration of the cost of such items by and large 
over the state. A sort of average or median figure 
is thus obtained for each item. Each particular dis- 
tricts’s budget is then compared with these average 
or median figures and each item approved accord- 
ingly, so that a total approved budget item by item 
is returned to the district. The difference between 
this total amount approved and the amount pro- 
duced by a $5 tax per $1000 of equalized valuation is 
the amount of state aid awarded. Since the money 
for each school year is voted by the district at the 
March meeting preceding the school year, it is im- 
possible to know at the March meeting just what 
the approved budget will be for the school year 
ahead; accordingly, state aid is announced in March 
for payment the following December and is based 
upon the budget of the current year during which 
the March meeting is held. Since conditions often 
change during the year so that actual expenditures 
may be more or less on the various items than the 
amounts approved on the budget submitted to the 
state in October, adjustments have to be made each 
year, and may result in a district receiving more or 
less than the original award, which situation is cov- 
ered by adjustment credits. Hence the amount of 
state aid reported each: March is figured on the busi- 
ness of the current year with adjustments made for 
the business of the previous year. 

For some years Mont Vernon received state aid, 
but the valuation in Mont Vernon was such that 
when equalized valuation instead of assessed valu- 
ation was used as the basis for the $5 tax, state aid 
disappeared. This year, however, with a decrease 
in equalized valuation as shown in the table below, 
Mont Vernon will again be entitled to a payment 
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in December, 1933, and this has been considered in 
the budget presented by the School Board this 
March.

Conclusion 


At the Citizens’ Conference on the Crisis In Ed- 
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ucation called by the President last month in Wash- 
ington, Mr. Hoover said in his opening address: 

“Our nation faces the acute responsibility of pro- 
viding a right-of-way for the American child. In 
spite: of our economic, social and governmental 
difficulties; our future citizens must be built up now. 
We may delay other problems, but we cannot delay 
the day-to-day care and instruction of our children. 

“Our governmental forces have grown unevenly 
along with our astounding national development. 
We are now forced to make decisions on the merits 
of the various expenditures. But in the rigid govern- 
mental economies that are requisite everywhere we 
must not encroach upon the schools or reduce the 
opportunity of the child through the school to de- 
velop adequate citizenship. There is no safety for 
our republic without the education of our youth. 
That is the first charge upon all citizens and local 
governments. 

“T have confidence that with adequate reduc- 
tion of expenditures there can be ample amounts 
obtained from reasonable taxation to keep our 
school system intact and functioning satisfactorily. 
Those in charge of the schools must be willing to 
face conditions as they are, to cooperate in discard- 
ing all unnecessary expenditure, to analyze all pro- 
cedures, and to carry forward on a solid basis of 
economy. But the schools must be carried on. . . 
Above all, may I ask that throughout your delibera- 
tions you bear in mind that the proper care and 
training of our children is more important than any 
other process that is carried on by our Government. 
If we are to continue to educate our children, we 
must keep and sustain our teachers and our schools.”
